. Wasuineton, Jan. 11. — The an- 
meuncienek that New York would 
present her claims for the location of 
the proposed World’s Fair before the 
Senate special committee was suffi- 
cient to attract a crowd to the Capitol 
that speedily exhausted the accommo 
dations of the’ Senate reception room, 
where the hearing was held. There | 
was such a pressure for admittance 
that the committee contemplated re- 
pairing to the Senate Chamber, but 
found that a rule of that body’ forbade 
thé use of the Chamber for any other 
purpose than its own sessions, except 
by special action of the Sentite’’ 

Mr. Depew was the first Speaker. ,

quently interrupted by applause from 


his New York supporters. He said 


they were here to the number of 100 
or more leading citizens ef the metrop- 
olis, representing every interest of the 
city, of the State, and of the whole 
country, to urge. the claims of New 
York for the World’s Fair. In con- 
versation with the various representa- 
tives of the various countries at Paris 
he saw the impression was produced 
that the United States might b- 
immense in the area of its terri- 
tory, and ‘might be enormous in 
population, might have free institu- 
tions, but that in competition for the 
trade of the world, it was absolutely 
deficient in skill.

An Honest Man Rained. 


It is now nearly three years 
since John Roach died in New 
- York City. At that time the Mail 
and Express gave a full and com- 
prehensive sketch of the life and 
work of the great ship-builder, and 
showed that though cancer of the 
throat was said to have been the 
cause of degtb, a broken heart had 
muth to do with it, too. John 
Roach’s life went out under a 
cloud, When he died the great 
business that he had built up and 
of which he was so.proud had 
passed in a manner out of bis 
hands. A great Government tem- 
porarily in the hands of unwise 
men was engaged in the petty 
werk of crushing the brave old 
man, whose only fault was that he 
was trying te prove that as good 
iron vessels could be built on the 
Delaware as on the Clyde, and to 
give the United States what every 
ene admitted it needed—a navy 
worthy of the Republic. 

That was the head and front of 
John Roach’s offendi::g when the 
truth is told. Even when the old 
man lay on his bed of suffering in 
his Fifth avenue mansion the Ad- 
ministration then in power was 
engaged in the very mean work of 
trying to ruin him by having his 
steel cruisers, in which he thought 
he saw the crowning successes of 
his career as a ship-builder, rejected 
on a variety of pretexts. All Mr. 
Roach’s available capital was in- 
vested in those cruisers. His 
friends were on his bonds for 
$2,000,000. He could not get his 
money out of the work, and then 
the man whose proudest boast it 
had been that from the first Satur- 
day that saw him in business, 
through all his business career, he 
had never failed to pay his men in 
full, found himself in financial dif- 
ficulties, and was obliged to assign 
his business. John Roach never 
recovered from that blow, nor did 
he long survive it. So it is that 
his friends say that he died of a 
broken heart. 

The story of John Roach’s life 
cannot be too often told. His was 
a remarkable career with a sad 
ending, and its lessons are interest- 
ting and important. They should 
be impressed upon every Ameri- 
can. There is a special reason why 
the story is appropriate now. Less 
than three years ago, when. Jehn 
Roach died, many eminent men of 
alleged powerful minds were °n- 
gaged in the to them congenial 
_ task of discrediting the entire life- 
work of the great ship-builder. 
Within a week we have been fur- 
nished with evidence that John 
Roach was all right and that the 
alleged able gentlemen before 
spoken of were wrong. 

It was only the other day that 
the. United States steel cruiser 
Dolphin steamed into New York 
harbor, after a trip around the 
world. She had been absent about 
twenty-one months, had steamed 
over 88,023 miles, had met all sorts 
ef weather, had rounded Cape 
Horn in the heaviest sort of 
weather, and met those fierce 
storms that are to be encountered 
off thesJapanese coast. The Dol- 
phin has no sail-power, and the en- 
tire trip was made by steam. 

Despite this fact, in all the 
twenty-one months of her cruise 
she was delayed but two heurs by 
any trouble with her machinery, 
and that was when one of her jour- 
nals got hot while on her way from 
Panama to Honolulu. There was 
not an accident except that the 
ship’s monkey fell overboard. | 
With half-boiler speed she made 
ten knots an hour and behaved se 
that her officers are enthusiastic 
over her. She looks as good as 
when she started on her cruise, and 
one of her ‘officers said to the 
editor of a New York paper that 
it was hardly necessary to put her 
into the repair yerd,_ 

That is a pretty geod showing, 
is it not?

CONNECTICUT MALIGNED 


English Tory Charch- 
man. 

Two public lectarers, one following 
the business as a profession, have re- 
cently referred to the ‘‘ Blue Laws ” of 
‘Connecticut as historic facts. Not 
anuch can be said for historic accuracy 
of a public speaker who is no better in- 
formed. However, there are probably 
thousands who really believe such 
laws were enacted because they have 
been told so, or have read statements 
to that effect. What are assumed to 
be the ** B-ue Laws” of Connecticut, 

‘says the’ Bulletin, never had any legal 
existence. That fact has always been 
known to critical students of history. 
These so-called laws were the work of 
a disaffected Tory, who, in Colonial 


@ays, not finding as much encourage- 
ment us he expected, went back to 
England and there published a book 
purporting to embody extracts» from 
the ‘‘ Blue Laws.’”’ It was a travesty 
upon the somewhat stringent legisla- 
tion of that time, which was not more 
stringent in Connecticut than-in the 
other colonies. The statements were 
accepted as true by the large class who

NDIAN GHOST FEAST. 


A Cortencny| Held ‘in Great Reverence 
: Among the Sioux. 

Not long ago several hundred Sioux 
Indians held a grand ‘“‘ghost feast” in the 
vicinity of Fort Lincoln, Dakota, and the 
few whites who witness¢@d “the cercmo- 
nies were highly intérested: 

This curious feast is held in great 
reverence among the Sioux, but it will 
soon be abolished by drder of the In- 
dian Bureau, and, like the great “sun 
dance,” be buried with the traditions . 
the past. - . 

The feast is given by the relatives ia 
those who have. diéd or béén killed in 
battle. At the Fért Lincoln feast theré 
were six “ghosts,” representpd by six 
stakes about four feet in length, set 
up in the ground within the medicine 
lodge, 

A piece of buckskin | was sewed over 
the top of the stakes, upon, which were 
marked: eyes, nose and: mouth, to rep- 
resent the head. Fifteen Indians, with 
the big medicine man of the village, 
were seated in a teepee, smoking, but 
rarely speaking to each other. Some live 
coals were brought and placed before 
the medicine man,..who threw upon 
them -wild sage brush, and holding some 
pemmican in the smoke ‘ghanted a w@ird 
song. 

Little children were brought in and 
given this meat to eat, and some had 
theirears pierced. The pemmican was 
also giyen to the others in the lodge, 
and sOme was planed at the feet of the 
ghosts: 

Outside the lodge hundreds of a 
dians. were gathered, forming small, 
circular groups of a dozen or so, bucks, 
squaws and children in their respective 
places. 

Around the outside of the medicine 
lodge horizontal-poles were placed, and 
to these the presents which the ghosts 
were to distribute were suspended, con- 
sisting of blankets,.-leggins, beaded 
moceasins, tobaeco bags .and eagle 
feathers. After remaining for some 
time in view théy were removed. and 
placed about the ghosts in the lodge. 

The relatives now entered the lodge 
to commune with the departed spirits,’ 
and the presents were distributed to the 
favored ones. 

The squaws sung oid iste and hele 
great exhibition of their grief. They 
cut their flesh with knives, suffering 
excruciating pains without a murmur to 
appease the wrath of the evil spirit, so 
that their loved ones may be joyful in 
the happy hunting grounds. 

Upon the conolusionef the feast the 
lodge was taken ‘down: and the naked 
ghosts left standing.
